about nothing. Gentlemen may think about 
good Laws, and conſult how beſt to procure 
them, which ſeems all that can be done, or re- 
folved on, till towards the Meeting of Parlia- 
ment, when they will have Intelligence, more ar 
leſs, of Matters to be brought on the Carpet, 
in Proportion as they are more or leſs important 
in themſelves. When great Changes in a Con- 
ſt n are intended [as were here lately, and 
which you nobly REIEC TED] they muſt be 
known long before they are publickly avowed, 
as it is always neceſſary to try the Ford, by De- 
grees, that has not yet been paſſed over. If the 
like, or other bad Attempts ſhould be made 
again, I truſt your Repreſ——s will oppoſe them 
effectually: But it is not likely that any new 
thing, to your .Diſadvantage, ſhould come re- 
commended from t'other Side, next S—n, as 
the Situation of Affairs, both at home and 
abroad, ſeems to forbid Innovations from that 
Quarter, and the Character of our chief G——r 
is ſuch, as leaves no Room to apprehend he will 
encourage any bad Meaſures recommended to 
him here. He has acted well and honourably in 
other high as well as important Stations ; where- 
as moſt other of our chief G rs came from 
high Stations indeed, but ſuch as any one might 
have filled, who could carry a Key at his Button- 
hole, or a Switch in his Hand; it is therefore 
to be preſumed. he. will act wiſely and well, as

his Kg will defend him from lenpolation; 
and his Honour engage him to promote the 
Happineſs, and not the Ruin, of a People, 
whom he is ſent to cheriſh and protect. 


But though I have nothing to ſay to you, at 
preſent, with relation to our Gt, or thoſe 
who got him appointed, hoping they mean us 
nothing but good; yet, as I will not be reſpon- 
ſible for either, or engage you harmleſs from At- 
tempts which may be recommended from their 
Quarter, or may take their Riſe among our- 
ſelves, I think it neceſſary briefly to remind you 
of ſome late Tranſactions, the better to arm you 
againſt future Proceedings, if any ſhould be, 
that may trench on your juſt Rights or Proper- 
ties, or bring you again into Subjection of the 
Men who meant themſelves, when they were 
loudeſt for the Publick; or of thoſe who never 
pretended the Publick, whilſt they were whos. 
themſelves at its Expence. 


You have ſeen, ſince I began to ſpeak to 1 
your Country's Conſt——n invaded, and the 
Attempts made on it, by our Home Enemies, 
and ſeconded by every Artifice and Trick that 
a wicked and ſenſeleſs Ad——n could put in 
uſe, bravely reſiſted, and happily defeated. You 
have ſeen the Party, then diſappointed and over- 
thrown, triumph in their Turn, and riſe to an 
aſtoniſhing Degree of Power; not indeed on the 
Ruin of our Friends and Champions, for they

were ſo good as to hinder [by taking care of 


them(elves] the Regret ſuch an Event muſt 


have given us; but from the ſingle Circum- 
r who had the 
ſame Views with theirs, and Addreſs ſufficient 
to make a good Bargain for himſelf and them. 
You have had the Happineſs to ſee the Period 
of his Power, which, had it continued, had, 
doubtleſs, been exerted to the Completion of 
what he had begun with ſuch promiſing Omens 
of Succeſs. You had then ſeen him accompliſh 
what (he lamented) could not immediately be 
done in the Ferment of Parties, or until he had 
convinced both Parties that his Schemes for 1re- 
land's Good were juſt and ſalutary. You have 
ſeen both Sides convinced in part, and we may 
preſume will be open to farther Conviction, 
* Aura Arguments ſhall be offered them. 


But I Carbeas to mention any more you have 
ſeen, and requeſt you would now begin to fore- 
ſee a little, and reſolve, betimes, on a Conduct 
ſuitable to any future Emergencies may ariſe. 


Should it happen, as is not impoſſible, that 
two or three Sets of Men ſhould offer them- 
ſelves to do the K—yg's Bufineſs, excluſive of all 
but their own Party in the Houſe, it will be in- 
cumbent on you to take part with thoſe who 
are the leaſt inclined, or able, to hurt the gene- 
ral Intereſts of the Kingdom; for I go on this 
* that none of * will prefer the 
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publick Intereſt to their own, or aim at doing 
you any Good but in the ſecond Place,' and after 
due Conſideration had of their own Family and 
Fortunes. I except Particulars, and include 
only the Leaders of each Party, ſome or other 
of whom ybu muſt, per force, follow; for it you 
wait till none but good Men ſhall be great Men, 
the preſent Generation will paſs away before you 
come to any Reſolutions, or make any Effort, 'if 
need be, for your Country. We have had Ex- 
perience of the Lengths to which fome Men 
will go to get Power to themſelves, and may 
reaſonably conclude they will go any Length to 
preſerve it. We have had Experience of others 
who let them into Power, for valuable Conſt» 
derations, after having defeated their pernicious 
Projects; unwillingly, they ſay, and we may in 
part believe them, and grant one half of the 
Propoſition ; they unwillingly quitted Power, 
but they willingly took Pl——s' and P——ns. 
It is a Maxim, of two Evils 10 chooſe the leaſt; 
and you are to conſider which is the leſſer Evil, 
to be-governed by Men -who have demonſtrated 
they would ruin the Kingdom rather than not 
govern it, or by thoſe who, if they did us no 
Good while they governed us, did not attempt 
any Breaches in the Conſtitution either to get, 
or preſerve, Power. As far as I can ſee, you 
have no other Choice, but either to ſide with 
Men whom you diſlike with good Reaſon, or 
with thoſe whom you diſlike on much ſtronger 
—_— and in this Choice the Diſpoſitions and 
Characters 


„ 
Characters of Men, and the Circumſtances of 
their Situation and Connexions are to be well 
weighed and had regard to. 


I can gueſs at no more than four Gentlemen 
who can entertain any reaſonable Hope of being 
conſidered in the Light of Leaders, or draw 
any ſignificant Numbers after them. The firft, 
in Rank, has ſided with, and, to the beſt of 
his Endeavour, promoted the Deſigns of Men, 
whom we have ſeen in great Power, but, I 
anſwer for him, is not now over-pleaſed with 
their Exaltation ; and, be his Motive as it may, 
would be content to ſee them brought down, 
and have his own Power built on the Depreſſion 
of theirs.” I muſt own I wiſh him Succeſs; not 
from any Prepoſſeſſion of his Love and Kindneſs 
for us, but on the Conſideration that his Power 
cannot take ſo ſtrong Root, and be ſo hard to 
be pulled up, ſhould we have Cauſe to wiſh the 
Soil cleared of it, as theirs would be, who have 
already encumbered it with a whole Grove of 
Underwood, and may, in Time, choak the 
Growth of every other Plant about them. 


The next is the very Gentleman who has 
planted this Grove, and whom I would wiſh you 
to circumſcribe. He, doubtleſs, is at preſent 
the | ſtrongeſt of any in Dependents and 
Friends, both which he has been active to ſerve, 
and for that Reaſon is likely to increaſe. He 
has, however, loſt his principal Stay; and with-

reſiſt all Impreſſions attempted to be made on 


them by Factions, and have nothing in View 
but the ſimple Service of their Country; linked 
together, only, by that Tie of Duty; following 
no Man, nor fearing any Man, but, quite free 
and independent, act always the Part, the Prin- 
ciples they profeſs ſhould dictate. Then might 


we expect to ſee the Dignity of p t reſtored ; 


the joint Intereſt of K—g-and People purſued, 


good Laws made, and bad ones repealed ; ſenſe- 


leſs Diſtinctions laid aſide, and all Men equally 
encouraged, who v were Friends to the K—g and 
Conſtitution. | | 


This, I fay; is a Thing pleaſing in Prove 


| but the Proſpect is remote; and the Way that 
leads to what we look at with ſo much Pleaſure, 


difficult to paſs; and [Reaſon and Experience 
may both teach] impoſſible to be gone through 
in a direct Line. Till all Men are publick 


ſpirited, the publick Good alone will never be a 


ſufficient Induement t to their acting urianimouſly 
in 
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in promoting it. We muſt, therefore, imitate 


the prudent Pilot, who fetches a Compaſs on 


a ſcanty Wind, and takes the Gale that offers, 
though not directly, to waft him to the Point he 
ſteers for. If, complying with Men's Paſlions, 
though not laudable in themſelves ; ſerving this 
Man's Ambition, and another's Vanity, and 
promoting their private Advantage, can induce 
them to concur with the true Friends of their 
Country, it were ſenſeleſs to decline the Aſſoci- 
ation, in hopes of finding a ſufficient Number 
as inflexibly honeſt as * 


It is the Artifice of Aeg Men, to turn 


the Attention of their Oppoſers to ſomething 
they can never accompliſh, and, in the mean 


time, be at Liberty themſelves to- proceed un- 
impeded to their Ends. This Liberty they will 
have if you neglect oppoſing them in the right 
Place, and ſeizing the Poſt may be maintained; 


and the only Poſt that ſeems maintainable, at 


preſent, is that where ſome veteran Troops are 
ready to unite with you, and wiſh as fincerely 
as you do to prevent the Growth of all exorbi- 
tant Power in any Hands but their own. Their 


Alliance may not be the moſt deſirable, but is 


certainly preferable to that of Men who have 
already poſſeſſed themſelves of too much Power, 
and may, by any Addition to it, be enabled to 
perpetuate a Dominion over you. Perpetuity 
of Power is as bad as Perpetuity of Property; 
and to pull down is the true Maxim on which 

B 2 the | 
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the Defenders of Right and Liberty muſt act; but 
in order to this you muſt firſt byi/d up, or other- 
wile you can never reach high enough to effect 
it. When you have raiſed up one Set of Men, 
there will be new Work again, and they muſt 
ſtep down in their Turn to make room for a 
freſh Succeſſion of Fortune's Favourites, whom 
the like © ite 3 is to abide. 


B this Rotation has all Liberty been upheld ; 
and wherever it has ceaſed, there has Slavery 
been pretty ſpeedily ; eſtabliſhed; and that of 
the worſt Kind, and the moſt difficult to be 
ſnaken off; Slavery to which we have conſented, 
and faſtened; on ourſelves. by a double Chain; 
by going into Subjection to Men, who are them- 
ſelves Slaves, and whom to make free, would 


be to updo, as it would deprive them of the 


Means of :hyrannizing, over nem they had ſold 
each 


It is not 3 ſhameful (though at Peril 
of Life to be withſtogd] to be enſlaved by ſupe- 
rior Force; and many Examples may be brought 
to prove, that Liberty may be recovered, if it 
was not Joſt by the Fault or Folly of the People; 
and that no People were ever finally undone, 
till they were undone by themſelves. Then, 
indeed, to recover is not to be expected, and 
hardly juſt to deſire it, as, by their own Default, 
they become barren and -forecloſed, and have 
loſt all Equity of Redemption. - 
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If we conſent to a Perpetuity of Power in the 
Hands of thoſe whom ſuperior Powers have raiſed 
up, they have the ſame Tenure with thoſe whom 

we have raiſed ourſelves, if not a better; as we 
graft on a Stock already rooted ; lightly 'it may 
be, but the Union will give mutual Strength 3. 
and what before was but an haſty Shoot, will 
> then become a ſturdy Tree.

; It may be objected, that this Way of talking is 
> idle; that the People can do nothing in oppo- 
fition to Perſons I 'ſhan't name; that 
they can carry Things as they pleaſe with a high 
Hand; that we may provoke, where we can't 
reſiſt; and much to the ſame unmeaning Pur- 
Pole. But ] deſire theſe ſtrong Reaſoners to pro- 
duce a ſingle Inſtance, in a mixed Government 
like ours, where the general Bent of the People 
was without its Force, or where it did not prove 
too ſtrong, if well conducted, for the feeble 
Efforts of a few? Late Inſtances may be pro- 
duced both here and on. t'other Side, where, 
under a gracious Sovereign, ready to concur 
with the juſt Sentiments of his People, the pub- 
lick Voice has proved too ſtrong for the Cabals 
of C——rs, the Efforts of Corruption, and the 
Menaces of Men, made mighty by the Miſeries 
of the People. We have lately ſeen the hardeſt 
Struggle for perpetual Domination [perhaps ever 
known] made by Men who had brought &——d4 
to the Verge. of Ruin, and had rather have

| here, to get carry'd into Execution. By the 
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puſhed all down the Precipice, than reſign it to 
others who, they knew, muſt be their Enemies 
in Proportion as they were Friends to the Publick. 
We have ſeen it end in their Diſappointment, 
and the Band of Iniquity ſnapped aſunder; 
whilſt Genius, united with Integrity, has riſen 
fuperior to Craft and Corruption ; the beſt Man 
in the Community. again made the greateſt, and 
Merit rewarded with Pre-eminence. | 


To what was this owing but the Voice of the 
People? to the concurring Senſe of the unbiaſ- 
ſed Part of the whole Nation, dutifully, but 
weightily, repreſented to their Sovereign ? 


You have ſeen, among yourſelves, a chief 
G——r baughty in Power, and, at the ſame 
Time, ſtooping to every mean Artifice, more 
n once, ſent bootleſs home, and weather-beaten 
back. * was not this the Effect of timely 
Caution, and invincible Reſolution, in the col - 
lective Body of the People? A Reſolution that 
held their Rs in Awe, and got the better 
even of min Authority, ſawcily aſſuming 
the Air of M —y.
